But how can that be, 
since there never could be a war un- 
less one side began it by an attack? 
To that I say that very often the best 
defense is an attack. If vyou-see a 
man with a dark lantern and a re-| 
yolver hiding behind a tree and get- 
ting ready to shoot you, your defense 
begins before he shoots. And yet you 
are not attacking but defending, al- 
though you fire before he does. 

It is so with nations. The attack 
ing party.claims that it is but striking 
the first blow in a conflict begun hy 
the other side and that it is really 
defending itself by that action. Where 
it can be clearly established that a 
nation is in reality the attacking 
party, without just provocation, the 
war on the part of that nation is dis 
tinctly immoral and against religion 

How about the soldiers who fight 
in such a war? That I shall take up 
later. Here I wish to show that a 
war of unjust attack is incompatible 
with religion. A war of defense 
clearly established, is a sacred cause 
as much so as that of the father of a 
family who fights against outlaws 
who come to plunder his home and 
kill his family. In point of fact war 
reduces itself to this, ordinarily, that

Some time ago we lamented the fact. that no one 
had as yet written an article for general circulation in 
vindication of the Holy Father’s absolute neutrality. 
We are now glad to re nort that Cardinal Gibbons has 
prepared an excellent defense for the Catholic weekly 
“America.” We sincerely hope that this article will be 
brought to the vig ale of all our countrymen.

ENTHUSIASM AROUSED. 

Our recent announcement that we would begin to 
instruct people by mail, from this office, has aroused 
considerable interest. Even several Catholics have 
written us that this opportunity should have been 
accorded long ago to people who live in places which 
are not reached by a priest oftener than a few times a 
year. When such people later move into a community 
where Catholics are numerous, they feel keenly their 
lack of early instruction in the faith. Another reason 
for the “Instruction by Mail” is that non-Catholics 
are prone to withhold calling on a priest for instruc- 
tions until they are nearly convinced of the truth of 
Catholic claims. 

The same interest has been Stirred up over the 
prospect of a Converts’ League. Some converts to 
the faith have written us of their loneliness even 
though they have found unbounded happiness in the 
religion embraced. They attend Catholic services on 
Sunday, but are unknown to the people with whom 
they mingle in church. They write that they would 
not only form pleasant acquaintances and become bet- 
ter conversant with Catholic life if such a League ex- 
isted in every large city, but that the new friendships 
they would form would compensate them for: the 
friends they through their conversion. 

Let me, while I am referr ing to this subject, sug- 
gest that pastors go over Register of Baptisms 
and record the. names of all converts they have had 
and who are now livi ing in their parish or city. Then 
let them call them all, by card or printed letter, to a 
public meeting, where they will be entertained by a 
Committee of Catholic people, and where they will be 
addressed by the pastor. A few of the converts should 
also be placed on the program to relate some of the in- 
cidents which led to their conversion and the happi- 
ness they have found in the faith. Let pastors en- 
deavor to interest each one of them in the conversion 
of some one friend or relative, and promise to supply 
them with literature calculated to interest their pros- 
pects. Now—during this Lenten season—will be the 
time to act, and we request those pastors, who will try 
to make this suggestion practical, to embody their 
experience in a letter to us.

“The Light of the World” to be set on the pinnacle of 
McMahon Hall, which dominates the entire campus of 
the Catholic University, Washington. The o¢casion 
of the dedication of the Statue could be made a grand 
rally in favor of the Divinity of Jesus Christ.

The beautiful and pious legend reveals to us a truth of which we 
ourselves may have thought but little in the past. With Divine prevision 
our Lord foresaw, even from the first -instant of His human existence, 
the every detail of the unspeakable sufferings He was to welcome and 
endure for love of us. Such was but one of the many sufferings that 
constituted the martyrdom of the Heart of Jesus: 

He not merely foresaw. all His Sacred Passion, but longed for its 
accomplishment. “I have a baptism,” He exclaimed, “wherewith I am to 
be baptized and how I am straitened until it be accomplished.” That bap- 
tism was the baptism in His own blood for the redemption of mankind. 

He could not take up in His hands the scroll of the Sacred Seriptures, 
or hear them read aloud and expounded to the people, or listen to them 
as they were revere ly recited by Joseph and Mary, without probably 
meeting with some reference to His Own bitter Passion, All had been 
foretold by the prophets and sung in words of deepest pathos by the 
psalmist. In His sacred ears rang the very words of mockery that should 
be cast at Him as He was to hang upon the Cross. Speaking in the 
of the suffering Messiah the prophet thus described Him: 

“But lama worm, and no man: the reproach of men, 
of the people.
